A BIG FLOOD. 


Conditions Such that Much Harm is 
Likely to Result. 


More Sericus Prospects on the Mino’ Side of the River. 

-  Lewland Fa:ms Are Covered toa Depth of Tweive Feet. 
“‘Squatter’’ Families Forced Out— Kansas River 
Falling— Gov. Batiey’s Preciamation Calling fcr Heip. 


T. LOUIS, June 3.—Siowly the Miss- 
issippi crept up the levee today. 
inch by inch, and between sunrise 
and sunset the gauge marked a rise of 
six inches and tonight stood at 31.7 
feet. The surface of the swiftly-flow- 
ing water was thickly bestrewn with 
driftwood, which seemed to increase 415 
the day drew on, indicating that the 
crest of the flood is approaching. A 
number of frame houses, submerged all 
but the roofs, passed St. Louis, and 
now and then a dead animal, but no 
human bodies were seen, although 4 
vigilant watch has been maintained. 
Harbor department officials believe 
that tomorrow the river will rise more 
rapidly, and they look for a 36-foot 
stage by Saturday. If their forecast 
comes true, the first floors of the 
buildings around the levee front will 
‘be flooded, but with all the preparation 
that has been made such a rise cannot 
cause any great amount of damage to 
St. Louis. In North St. Louis, em- 


‘ployés of the lumber yards located 
‘along the river spent all day removing 


the piles of lumber from the proximity 
of danger. In South St. Louis, several 
houses along the river's edge have 
been flooded, but the occupants have 
removed their proeprty and vacated. 

Among those who will feel the losses 
most heavily are the small truck farm- 
ers and gardeners along the River Des 
Peres, near its confluence with the Mis- 
sissippi. On the Illinois side, there is 
a more serious flood condition. Venice, 
situated- north of East St. Louis, is in 
almost immediate danger of inunda- 
tion. 

Between Venice and East St. Louis 
is a lowland area used as farming 
lands. Water now covers this area to 
a depth of twelve feet, forming a lake 
about a mile square. Many “squatter” 
families have been forced out, leeving 
everything behind. 

The river has encroached into the 
railroad yards and shipping district of 
East St. Louts, and warehouses located 
along the levee are half-submerged.

KANSAS RIVER FALLING. 


TOPEKA WILL ACCEPT AID. 

(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESE—P.M.! 

TOPEKA (Kan.) June 3.—The Kan- 
sas River is rapidly falling. In a few 
more days, the work of rehabilitating 
North Topeka may begin. The situation 
today may be summarized thus: At 2 
o'clock the river had fallen four feet; 
the total number of known dead is 
22: unidentified dead, 5; reported dead 
66: the Commercial Club will accept all 
offered help; the depth of the river is 
yet 23 feet, which is 7 feet abové the 
highest ever known in previous years: 
Gov. Batley has issued a proclamation 
calling for help, and asking that con- 
tributions be sent to. William Sima, 
treasurer: the general relief fund has 
passed $14.000; the Elks fund has 
passed $4090; the funds in the hands 
of the Governor now amount to $3500, 

The Weather Bureau prediction for 
tomorrow, reads: “Cloudy tonight and 
tomorrow. with probably light s*owers; 
rising temperature." 

It is expected that the city water 
supply will be resumed sometime to- 
night. All who are held in buildines 
in North Topeka are safe and comfort- 
able. No one in the flooded district 
is In danger. All homeless are being 
well cared for. Over 200 deputies are 
guarding property in North Topeka. 
The only railroads operating out of 
Topeka are the Missouri Pacific, south 
and the Santa Fé west. 

The Governor may call an extra ses- 
sion to provide State relief for a!l auf- 
ferers from floods in Kansas. The 
Governor hopes his appeal for help will 
bring enough money to meet the 
emergency. If it fails, he said, he prob- 
ably would ask members of the Legis- 
lature to come here for a day without 
expense to the State and make the 
necessary appropriations, 


MISSOURI RIVER FALLS. 
SUNSHINE AT KANSAS CITY. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
KANSAS CITY, Jun#\3.—The Mis- 
sour! River fell seven inches between 
7 and 7 p.m. today, and the Kan-

Reports of heavy loss o  iife in Kan- 
sas City, Kan., are not true, and the 
stories of bodies lying in the drifts 
there are unfounded. The loss of prdép- 
erty has not been overestimated, how- 
éved. An Associated Press launch 
crossed to Armourdale today, and 
cruised for miles through the water 
lanes that formerty were city streets. 
The entire city ts under water, in many 


places twenty feet deep, and all of the

16,000 inhabitants have fled. Except the 
watchmen in the packing-houses on 
the river front, not a human being was 
to be seen, or even @ domestic animal.

Red and white flags hung from 
the upper windows of some houses, the 
occupants of which evidently had been 
rescued. No steps have been taken to 
protect houschold goods in pe build- 
ings. | 

Armourdale will not be habitable for 
a long time after the flood subsides. 
Every building has been more or less 
damaged and hundreds utterly ruined. 
A strong current is running through 
the town, and the river may persist in 
following this course. Where the 
water is deep and still there will be six 
feet of solidly-packed mud when the 
flood abates, and this will need to be 
cleared away. On the roofs of houses 
that have wisi) uncovered a foot of mud 
lies. 

Kansas avenue, the principal thor- 
oughfare of <Armourdale, is choked 
twenty feet deep with débris of hduses, 
telegraph poles, sidewalks and fences. 
The ‘brick -bulldings have stood, los- 
ing all their windows, but te water 
has packed the streets with rubbish. 
The clearing-away of the mud and 
ruins will be a work of months. 

In the West Bottoms of Kansas City, 
the waters of the Kansas River are 
rushing through the _ streets, like a 
mountain torrent. Several old brick 
buildings, undermined by the water, 
fell today. Not one wooden building 
is fit to be used. The elevated road 
is tearing down a number of stations 
which were tottering. The police are 
very active in the wholesale district, 
where many loaded freight cars stand 
on the tracks, and the’ warehouses are 
ieee of valuable goods. Men prowling 
around in boats are compelled to ac- 
count for themselves unde: threat of 


In the stockyards district, dead 
horwes, mules and cattle are floating on 
every side. the loss of the railroad on 
, loaded and empty cars standing in the 
yards of the West Bottoms is even 
larger than represepted. The contents 
ef the loaded cars must be seriously 
damaged, and practically all of the 
thousands of cars have been over- 
turned or smashed. The subsidence of 
the water left a fringe of dry land 
next to the bluffs in the West Bottoms. 
The owners of houses and stores va- 
cated by the water promptly took pos- 
session and began

MISSING TRAIN PROBABLY SAFE.

KANSAS CITY, June %3.—Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy passenger 
train No. 3, from Chicago to Kansas 
City, due here at 4 o'clock Sunday, is 
thought t@ be safe north and east of 
here. The train arrived at Liberty, 
Mo., twenty-five miles northeast of 
Kansas (ity, late Sunday afternoon. 
The tracks into Kansas (ity being un- 
safe, and train service in all direc- 
tions being badly demoralized, the 
train was split in two parts and sent 
east and north to accommodate the 
new conditions.

CONFERENCE AT WASHINGTON. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.m 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The first 
conference of State and national 
hoards of health, under the act of 1902, 
today. Surgeon-General 
Wyman of the Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice spresided. _Dr. Wyman, in an ad- 
Gress, said that the great end in view 
was closer association and union of 
effort between State and national 
health authorities. He briefly. de- 
scribed the 
the United States Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service, and suggested 
a plan of organization by which the 
work of national and State health ad- 
ministrations might be coidinated 
and made more effective. The confer- 
ence adopted a resolution expressing 
approval of the methods of codperation 
by Dr. Wyman. 

De. Foster of California gave a de- 
scription of quarantine operations in 
that State. particularly in relation to 
the plague danger in San Francisco. He 
said that, with the vigorous cleaning 
ef Chinatown, the fear of another at- 
tack of this disease was rapidly disap- 
pearing. He attributed the success 
achieved to the hearty coiperation ex- 
ting between the city, State and na- 
.tienal health officers, in endeavoring to 


Stamp out the infection. 


In all, twenty-one States were repre- 
sented at the conference. A long dis- 
eussion of local health and quarantine 
conditions was held, the various repre- 
sentatives explaining the sanitary laws 
and the method of carrying them 
out in their particular States, 
addresses being made  »by Drs. 
Westbrook of Minnesota, Hunter 
of Mississippi. McAllister of Mis- 
souri, Prohet of Ohio, Smith of Oregon, 
Lee of Pennsylvania, Swartz of Rhode 

. Simons of South Carolina, Ta- 
ber of Texas and Cooper of Delaware. 

The conference adopted the following 
fenolution: “Whereas, the conference 
of the State boards of health of the

Former Well-known California Poli- 

tician Mixed up in the “Get-Rich- 

Quick’? Swindles at New York.

NEW’ YORK, June 3.—{Excusive 
Disepatch.} Col. Robert Ammon, who 
tomorrow begins before the courts the 
fight in connection with his alleged 
complicity in the 520 per cent. Miiler 
swindle,, once was a well-known Caii- 
fornia politician, and it was he who 
was | ely responsible for the nomi- 
nation of Gen. George B. Stoneman for 
the Democratic convention 
held in n José in 1882. 

When Ammon reached California, in 
1881, Dennis Kearny was in the height 
of his sand-lot political career in San 
Francisco. Within six months after 
his arrival in San Francisco, Ammon 
was head over ears in the fight waged 
that year by the demagogue wing of 
the Democracy, and the alleged anti- 
monopolists against the Republicans. 
A fight between the two factions de-

veloped, ng Kearny leading one and 


Ammon the Sther. Prior to the meet- 
ing of the Democratic convention, the 
factions held a caucus at Sacramento 
to settle the question of delegates. 
Ammon threw ‘Kearny out bodily, and 
Ammon and his followers were sent 
to the convention. 2 

Ammon was elected sergeant-at-arms, 
and it was his influence. more than 
anything else, that carried the dav for 
Stoneman, after a long and bitter ccn-. 
test. Ammon expected to be hand- 
somely treated by Stoneman, but the 
general forgot the anti-monropoly poil- 
ticlan, and the colonel, in disgust, 
shook the dust of California from his 
feet and returned to New York. He 
had saved some money, and with it he 
opened up a brokerage office in Wall 
street. His restless activity was con- 
stantly seeking schemes of profit and 
advancement. He promoted numerous 
mining deals of doubtful character.. He 
is now fighting John W. Gates in‘ the 
courts for property in Montana said 
to be worth ten millions, | 

Ammons is not accused of direct com-. 
plicity in the formation -*¢ the notorious 
Miller Syndicate, but he is accused of 
criminally overstepping the bounds 
while acting as counsel for Miller. . He 
is accused of so arranging the affairs 
of the company that eventually he 
would have profited to the extent of 
$140,000, which he knew to have been 
criminally obtained. 

Miler himself is the «chief witness 
against Ammon, and it ‘s generally 
understood that the notorious swindler 
is to have official aid in securing a 
pardon for turning State's wicness 
against Ammon. 

While. conducting business as a 
broker, Col. Ammon registered as a 
law student, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1893, pursuing his studies largely 
at night. In 18987 he was admitted to 
practice in the United States Supreme 
Court,

An Electric Germ-Killer. 

Louis Johnson, an employé of the 
Minneapolis Waterworks Department, 
has devised a plan whereby typhoid 
fever and other germs that make 
their abode in thé city water, can 
be killed by an application of air and 
electricity. His system, which was 


tested at the East Side pumping sta- » 


tion, provides for the aeration of the 
water and the electrocution of the 
germs by a strong current from the 
dynamo. The test was a success, for 
Dr. Corbett, the city bacteriologist, said 
that at least 70 per cent. of the germs 
were destroyed, and it is possible the 
execution wag greater. A microscopic 
examintion will determine this point. 

Water from the Intake is run through 
an eight-inch pipe into a tank on the 
floor of the pumpheouse. While run- 
ning through the pipe the water is 
aerated by two air pipes. While the 
water is in the pipe, it is subjected to 
an electric current of 400 volte, and
